I saw in tho Memorial Diplomatique 
of July 31, a strange story that is 
worthy of being produced without 
much comment tboroon. JMustapha 
Fizil Pacha, tho brother of tho Vice- 
roy of Egypt, last year charged u 
gentleman in Jjondoa to nogotinto a 
loan of half a million pounds. When 
tho raoQoy was ready Mustap a Paoba 
thought hotter of it and declared ho 
did not want it ; but tho English 
baiikors insisted that thoy bad to pro 
vido for tho loan and claimed pay- 
ment w«e j;roi;/'.«o;i on behalf of the 
negotiator. Whon Mustaplui Fazil 
arrived ia Paris from Egypt, the 
t)orson charged to negotiate tho loan 
followed him and vainly tried to ins 
dace tbe Paoha to pay the sum d ex 
mandod. On tho Viceroy of Egypt 
going over to Lpndon his brother, 
Mastapha Fazil, aooempanicd him, 
and tbe latter took apartments at Mi- 
varb's Hotel, wheroupoa tho ropresen- 
tativo cf the English bankers, after 
assuring himself that Mustapha V.r/. [ 
did not figure among tho official per- 
sonages forming tho suite of tho 
Sultan as printed by order of the Lord 
Chamberlain, demanded that Mmta-. 
pha Fazil should deposit by the 22nd 
of July i;27,000 with tho Englii-h 
bankers, in dotault of whish ho would 
bo arroatod. Mustapha's solicitor was 
obliged to pay in this mono}'-, but at 
tho name timo, ho took exception to 
tho demand, staling that ibo E^'ypt 
ian princo was privileged from arroat 
as iornainrr part of tbe suite of the 
Sultan. Tbe question whether Mus- 
tapha Puzil really formed part of the 
s'Jite will have to be determined by 
English law onnrts, and tbe whole 
affair has created qaito a sensation, as 
it is out of tho usual routine of law 
oases.
